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Reagan, Brown may prove 
'spoilers' in primaries

President Ford counted on the home 
folks in Michigan today to give his cam­ 
paign new life, while Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. hoped to upset Democratic 
frontrunner Jimmy Carter in Maryland 
and prove he could win outside his native 
California. 
Ford strategists called Michigan a 
“ must win’’ state, and worried that 
George Wallace Democrats in the state 
would cross over to support GO P 
challenger Ronald Reagan. Ford 
predicted victory, but promised to stay 
in the race all the way to the national 
convention — even if he should lose his 
home state. 
Carter tried to keep up his front- 
runner’s momentum against Brown in 
Maryland, and in Michigan, where he 
faced a last-ditch effort bv Rep. Morris 
Udall 
Election officials reported a “ rather 
heavy turnout” in Ford’s hometown of 
Grand Rapids. Mich., this morning, after 
polls opened at 7 a m. , but said there was 
only light to moderate voting under 
cloudy skies in Detroit, which has about 
half the state’s population. 
In Maryland, a 55 percent turnout was 
anticipated statewide despite threats of 
rain and thunderstorms. 
Polls in both states close at 8 p.m.

The primary season reaches the two- 
thirds mark shaping up this way: 
Michigan — Ford and Reagan compete 
for 84 GOP delegates that are selected in 
proportion to the popular vote. Jimmy 
C a rter’s main opposition for 133 
Democratic delegates comes from 
Udall. Two million persons, who can vote 
in either party, were expected to turn out 
at the polls. 
Maryland — Forty-three Republican 
delegates are at stake on a statewide 


proportional basis, and neither con-

495 to 357 with 
1.130 needed for the nomination There 
are 337 uncommitted Republican 
delegates, most of them in New York 
and Pennsylvania and leaning toward 
Ford. 
After Michigan and Maryland, the 
primary season moves to the West Coast 
already regarded as Reagan territory 
bv early results from caucus and conven­ 
tion states. 
Ford had a clear shot at the nomina­ 
tion until Reagan moved in to win all 96 
delegate races in Texas May I. and 
followed it up three days later by captur­ 
ing Indiana. In both states. Wallace 
Democrats crossed party lines in droves 
to support the conservative. 
Reagan openly wooed Democrats in 
Michigan as he did in the other states 
where he won Ford responded by seek­ 
ing Democratic votes in Michigan 
himself, and giving the state a large 
share of his campaign schedule in the 
last two weeks. 
Carter goes into Maryland with 608 of 
the 1.505 delegates needed for the 
Democratic nomination. His wins in 13 of 
the first 18 primaries have put him far 
ahead of the field. Udall has 210 
delegates. Henry Jackson 202 and 
Wallace 138

Hospital board names Anderson 
new emergency facility director

Dr. Walter B. Anderson will take over 
directorship of the emergency room on 
July I. the board of directors of the 
Lompoc Hospital District moved last 
night. 
He will be paid 75 per cent of the 
professional fees charged in the 
emergency room or $20 an hour to 
provide 24-hour service. In addition, he 
will receive $150 a month to cover ad­ 
ministrative costs. 
Out of this income. Dr. Anderson will 
have to pay physicians who work under 
him. 
The present emergency room director 
Dr. Rod Hamer, is paid 85 per cent of the 
professional fee charge or $15 an hour. 
under his contract. He receives no ad­ 
ministrative cost compensation. 
Dr. Hamer, who has served as director 
since 1973. last month submitted a letter 
of resignation, citing “ a variety of per­ 
sonal reasons" for leaving His contract 
expires on June 30 and he will be on the 
job until then 
Dr Anderson now works under Dr. 
Hamer 
The board still has to appoint a new 
director of the Convalescent Care 
Center. The present director is Dr. 
Hamer. 
In other business, the board reviewed a 


tentative operating budget for fiscal 76- 
’77. which “ does not contemplate any 
changes in rates with one exception. It 
is proposed 
the m inim um E R 
(emergency room) fee be increased 
from $12 to $15 to pay for the additional 
cost for the E R physicians." 
According to hospital administrator 
Ken Wicks, this additional E R physician 
cost is the $5 increase per hour that will 
be paid to Dr. Anderson starting July I. 
Wicks explained that Dr. Anderson 
reported he could not find doctors to 
work in the emergency room for $15 an 
hour. 
The budget projects a total income of 
$3,521,390 and a total expense of 
$3,400,335 for the next fiscal year. 
The budget also shows the projected 
1975-76 income was $3,019,037 but the ac­ 


tual income is estimated at $3,097,090 
Wicks replied this morning that the es­ 
timated actual income would have been 
significantly lower if the board had not 
raised the hospital rates twice during 
this fiscal year. 
The adm inistrator believes the 
hospital will break even for fiscal ’75-’76. 
Also included with the budget were 
capital expenditures for the coming 
year, totaling $407,281. Although the 
board took no action on any item. Wicks 
said that $300,000 will be spent on a con­ 
st rue! ion project in the hospital s west 
wing that includes expanding the 
emergency room and lab and buying an 
x-ray machine. 
Funds to pay for the project will come 
out of the hospital’s depreciation fund. 
he said 
Giscard vows France will 
defend Western ideals 


W ASHINGTON (U P I > - French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing to­ 
day expressed his belief in detente, 
voiced confidence in the United States, 
and pledged France to the defense of 
Western ideals. 
However, in a speech to a joint session 
of Congress, the French President ap­ 
peared to chide the United States in an 
oblique manner for a lack of confidence 
in France where Communists have made 
notable gains in recent years 
“ Through freedom and in freedom 
your nation was built.” Giscard said, 
alluding to America’s 18th Century 
democratic ideals 
“ Through freedom and in freedom you 
have overcome the external and internal 
crises in your history You are proving. 
to those who were betting on your 
weakness or on some sort of decline. 
your determination and your recovery. 
"Show the same confidence in us that 
we have in you. Freedom is not just the 
greatness of our past and the glory of 
Frahee's memories and it speaks in our 
hearts as in the hearts of all men. with 
the voice of hope." 
The tall French statesman, who 
arrived Monday aboard a supersonic 


Concorde aircraft to honor the bicenten­ 
nial and revitalize U.S.-French relations, 
openly backed a detente policy with the 
Russians He warned: 
“ But opting for detente is the opposite 
of relaxing our moral defenses. It does 
not signify, in the slightest degree, that 
we are renouncing our system of values. 
or our desire to spread our convictions 
and preserve our way of life." 
France, he said, was ready to fight and 
sacrifice for its ideals. 
“ France will continue her action in the 
future, loyal to her commitments. She 
will continue to contribute to the 
effectiveness of the Atlantic Alliance, of 
which she is a part." 
Security precautions on Capitol Hill 
were normal for a visiting head of state, 
but perceptibly lighter than the precau­ 
tions taken for the recent addresses to 
Congress of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat or Israeli Prime Minister Yitshak 
Rabin. 
During his second day here. Giscard 
made the diplomatic rounds, arranging 
to attend a luncheon given by Secretary 
of Slate Henry Kissinger and hosting a 
dinner at the French Embassy for Presi-.

- The Brown 
administration, 
privately 
pessimistic 
about expected revenue two weeks ago, 
made a turnabout Monday with an 
election-year forecast of a bright 
economy and a huge $805 million budget 
surplus 


Roy Bell, finance director for Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., said the surprise 
reversal resulted from fresh indications 
that California was bounding back from 
last year’s recession with unprecedented 
vigor. 


“ For the first time since 1973. the con­ 
sumer will be able to buy more for his 
dollars,“ Bell told the Senate Finance 
Committee in the annual May budget 
revision.

A sharp drop iii inflation ana slightly 
higher earnings were the focus of the 
new election-year forecast 
Instead of a 7 6 per cent jump in the 
cost-of-living index, which the ad­ 
ministration predicted in January, the 
inflation now is expected to increase only 
5,9 per cent. Personal income is ex­ 
pected to rise 10 9 per cent, instead of 
10.2 as originally forecast. 
The administration said the un- 
employement picture would improve 
only marginally The average unemploy­ 
ment rate for 1976 was expected to be 9 
per cent, instead of 9.2 per cent 
What this means for the state budget is 
a fat surplus of $805 million, up from the 
$519 million Brown forecast at the start 
of the vear. 


Platform

Democratic Platform Committee today 
was forced to temporarily suspend its 
hearings when several key witnesses 
refused to cross a union picket line. 

Wended Anderson, the 
panel chairman, suspended the second of 
four days of hearings after disclosing 
that at least four of the scheduled witnes­ 
ses had been turned away at the door by 
striking employes of the National Broad­ 
casting. Co. 
In an effort to circumvent the 
problem, the platform committee quick­ 
ly decided to transfer the hearings to 
Capitol Hill where picketing is 
prohibited. 
Some union forces described the 
switch as “ strike breaking." but party 
officials said union leaders like Presi­ 
dent Leonard Woodcock of the United 
Auto Workers had agreed to appear un­ 
der those circumstances. 
Anderson said those witnesses who 
refused to enter the building earlier in­ 
cluded Woodcock.

New tremors 
strike Asia 
MOSCOW (U P I ) — New earth tremors 
struck Soviet Central Asia today in the 
wake of Monday’s powerful earthquake 
and official reports indicated the original 
tremor had caused extensive casualties 
as well as heavy damages. 
The Soviet Tass news agency said the 
new tremors struck while relief teams 
rushed aid to remote towns hit by Mon­ 
day’s severe quake that struck a broad 
region of Soviet Uzbekistan with a force 
estimated at 9 on the 12-point Soviet 
scale. 
Tass still released no specific casualty 
or damage estimates, but said medical 
supplies had been rushed to one town 
most severely affected, suggesting ex­ 
tensive injuries. 
The S o v ie t a g en cy said the 
seismological institute in the republic 
capital of Tashkent reported earth 
tremors today at between three and four 
on the Soviet scale. 
Tass said some buildings in the city of 
Bukhara were destroyed by the force of 
the quake, mostly in old sections of the 
town 
The official news agency said the 
heaviest damage was concentrated in 
•Ctalii, a town about 30 miles from 
Bukhara and not far from the Afghanis­ 
tan border 
Tass said relief crews rushed to Gazli 
from neighboring towns with construc­ 
tion material, food and medical relief. 


Outcome of 
water effort 
uncertain

A last ditch effort by Santa Barbara 
and San Luis Obispo counties for the 
right to transfer state project water en­ 
titlements remained uncertain today. 
Santa Barbara County Water Agency 
chief Charles Lawrance said yesterday 
Iluit a joint delegation would visit Ronald 
B. Robie, state director of Water 
Resources Agency, in an effort to gain 
support for a temporary transfer of en­ 
titlements. The decision was made last 
week in a meeting in San Luis Obispo of 
Lawrance and officials of that county 
Today. Fourth District Supervisor 
Francis II Beattie said the meeting was 
now held in abeyance, initially because 
Robie had refused to meet with such a 
delegation 
At stake is a proposal by the two coun­ 
ties to transfer their entitlements, 
pending the point down the pike when 
local needs increase and justify the 
delivery of the water 
There may be more to the delay cited 
by Beattie, however, than Robie’s in­ 
transigence Beattie said he agrees with 
Robie s cautious approach to requests 
for transfer of entitlements The super­ 
visor said he had “ never been too 
strong" for such transfers for Santa Bar­ 
bara County in the first place 
He 
suggested that the concept of transfers 
•carried with it legal entanglements that 
could threaten the options of the county* 
in the future 
Beattie also cited the 
hydrological uncertainties triggered by 
last winter’s drought and noted that 
there would probably bt' no surplus 
water in Cachuma Reservoir for the first 
time in a number of years. 
Pressure for the transfer of entitle­ 
ments stems from a slowdown of growth 
factor, in both counties, coupled, in the 
case of San Luis Obispo County, with a 
well-heeled customer — Lost Hills Water 
District - waiting with money*in hand 
for the delivery of state water under a 
temporary use arrangement 
That proposal was presented to Robie 
and his California Water Commission in 
October, with the support of Santa Bar­ 
bara County. 
• 
The staff level decision last week to 
send a delegation to Robie in 
Sacramento stems from a letter by 
Robie to San Luis Obispo County in April 
Robie indicated a variety of objections 
to the transfer of entitlement concept, 
pending, of course final work by his staff 
fin statewide sentiment. There was also, 
however, some evidence to support the 
view that some relief was in the works 
for counties that wanted to transfer their 
entitlements temporarily.

For neurotics and psychotics, the cure is 
murdering their parents, believes Dr. 
Charles W. Wilson, a Santa Maria psy­ 
chiatrist. 
The doctor not only condones parricide 
but in this instance he suggests the murder 
weapon. Typically, he recommends a gun, 
club. knife and hand-to-hand combat. 
The killing should be executed with all 
these weapons, one after the other, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Wilson. 
If thip person carries so much hatred, the 
gun. knife, etc. may not be satisfying. Tile 
doctor will recommend a long-handled axe 
or a samuri sword to complete the job. 
Killing one's parents is part of a therapy 
Dr. Wilson has developed and he claims it 
produces a remarkablyhighpatientrecovery 
rate. 
"I have used this therapy on over 1,000 
patients and there has been a marked im­ 
provement in 90 per cent of them, to the 
point that the patient didn't need any more 
therapy." he said. 
This niurder goes on only inside the 
patient's hypnotized mind. So. depending on 
the degree of hatred, the killing will be a 
brutal and bloody ordeal. 
"In 75 per cent of the cases, there is com­ 
plete and total destruction of the parents." 
Dr. Wilson remarked. 
Parents who are patients have their mo­ 
ment of gratification, too. Inside their 
minds, they may slaughter th«r offspring in 
whatever fashimi that suits their fancy. 
Should a patient modestly plug his father 
with one bullet from a .38, Dr. Wilson 
becomes suspicious. He figures the patient 
is supressing anger. 
"I recall one patient like that.” said Dr. 
Wilson. "His mother left him when he was 
four years old." 
The doctor says that the goal of this 
therapy is for the patient to feel equal. 


peaceful and comfortable with his uncon­ 
scious concept of his parents, which, in 
turn, allows the patient to give and receive 
true love more effectively. 
He bases the therapy on his idea that 
emotional illness is produced by one’s sub­ 
conscious love-hate feelings toward his 
parents. This feeling is cultivated in the 
patient between birth and age six, the 
period a person’s personality is formed for 
life. 
"Freud.” assured Dr. Wilson, "would 
have highly approved of my therapy." 
To erase this unconscious hostility, the 
doctor employs the technique of parricide, 
which he calls "bilateral hostility." 
By acting out the hostility, it no longer ex­ 
ists. he explained. 
And most patients have tons of hostility to 
unload. They shoot their parents until there 
is nothing left but a bloody mess on the 
floor. In hand-to-hand combat, they tear off 
arms and legs and gouge out eyes. 
Parental murder, however, is only part of 
this treatment called Integration Therapy. 
Another segment involves the patient being 
chased — again in his hypnotized mind — by 
a werewolf or a witch, universal symbols of 
the father and the mother. 
"My ideas are weird. I ll agree.” Dr. 
Wilson said. 
What is especially remarkable about 
Integration Therapy, reports the doctor, is 
that it gets results in such a short period. 
"Less than two per cent of the psy­ 
chiatrists use hypnotism as I do." he said. 
"As far as I’m concerned.they are taking 
the long way around and I’m taking some 
shortcuts.” 
Tomorrow night at 8 Dr. Wilson will lec­ 
ture on Integration Therapy at the student 
center at Allan Hancock College. He also 
will describe tluee. other,types of "rapid 
therapies” he has developed. 
Then he will explain how they can be used 
telepathically

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House-to-house fighting in 
Lebanon battle toll now 1,200 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Christians and 
Moslems battled house-to-house across Beirut’s 
port and commercial district today and bom­ 
barded each other with heavy artillery in the 
eastern mountains, raising the casualty toll for 
two days of savage fighting to more than 1,200 
dead and injured. 


The leftists picked up backing from Libya in 
their rejection of Syrian peace efforts, but left 
open the possibility of a new round of peace talks 
with rival factions. 


Heavy shelling throughout the capital coupled 
with intense sniper fire killed 179 and wounded 
340 Monday, adding more carnage to “ Bloody 
Sunday’s’’ 750 casualties. Most of the victims 
were noncombatants and many were children. 
Peacekeeping troops of the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Army closed the main road across the 
“green line’’ separating eastern and western 


Beirut because of heavy sniper fire. 
In the mountains, leftists and rightists battled 
on several fronts with tanks, armored vehicles 
and heavy artillery. 


House-to-house 
fighting 
raged 
across the 
capital’s port and commercial center but report­ 
ers who braved machine gun fire to inspect the 
front said no territory changed hands. 
Libyan Prem ier Maj. Abdel Salam Jalloud 
ended a 24-hour visit to Beirut today and 
declared his full support for leftist and Palesti­ 
nian demands that Syrian troops withdraw from 
Lebanon, Beirut Radio said. 


The radio, controlled by the rebel “Lebanese 
Arab Army,” said Jalloud left for Syria after 
declaring Libya 
“stands strongly with the 
nationalist (leftist) movement, the Lebanese 
Arab Army and the Palestinian resistance.’’ 
Jalloud’s statement, according to the radio

LAS VEGAS. Nev. (UPI) - 
The biggest daily bonanza yet 
has raised the total number of 
would-be Howard Hughes wills 
to 17. but authorities say at­ 
tempts to probate the docu­ 
ments may have to wait some 
time for a legal contest by the 
late billionaire s relatives. 
Five new letters declaring 
themselves valid Hughes wills 
were received in the morning 
mail at the Clark County 
Clerk’s office Monday, and 
another four came in the after­ 
noon. 
Officials made no attempt to 
determine the authenticity of 
the documents, but county of­ 
fic ia ls said som e of the 
bequests were questionable. 
One left money to a topless 
go-go dancer. Others called for 
establishment of a Richard Nix­ 
on School of H onest and 
Integrity and a home for unwed 
fathers. 
Among persons suggested as 
executors of the $2.5 billion 
Hughes estate were Nixon, 


Patricia Hearst and Jack the 
Ripper, plus one John Doe and 
one Joe Doe. 
The new wills were filed with 
six others previously received 
here, including the one that 
turned up mysteriously on a 
desk at Mormon Church world 
headquarters in Salt Lake City 
and has been entered into 
probate. 
But new developments in­ 
dicated that the probate action 
on the “ first will,” 14 others 
filed here and two m ore 
received in other states can 
proceed in the near future. 
District Court Judge Keith 
Hayes ruled Monday that the 
law requires the litigation of all 
contests to wills before probate 
continues. One such contest has 
been been filed by attorney 
Harry Claiborne on behalf of 
nine persons claiming to be 
Hughes' cousins. 
Earlier this month, attorney 
Alex Meacham of Tennessee 
asked for a delay on behalf of 
three other persons claiming to 


be related to Hughes. 
A n o th e r 
a tt o r n e y 
representing Hughes' aunt, and 
closest living relative. Annette 
Lummis of Houston, asked 
Hayes Monday to let Lyndal 
Shaneyfelt. a handwriting ex­ 
pert from Washington D C., ex­ 
amine the one will so far filed 
for probate. 
He also requested that the 
First National Bank of Nevada 
be named temporary adminis­ 
trator of Hughes’ interests in 
the state 
Even if will contests and 
probate 
proceedings 
should 
proceed quickly here. however. 
a court in Wilmington. Del. ap­ 
parently holds at least technical 
control over most of Hughes 
estate. 
Attorneys representing Sum­ 
ma Corp.. Hughes' wholly 
owned conglomerate, and TWA, 
the airline Hughes once owned, 
confirmed that an order issued 
in 1962 in a legal dispute 
between the two companies has 
never been lifted. 
Stronger cigarette warning due

Jumblatt said. 
Jum blatt said Jalloud told him, “ If the 
nationalist movement chooses peace, we are 
with you. and if it chooses war. we are with you 
too.”

Brown dealt setback on court reform 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. suffered an 
election-year setback Monday night when the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee defeated a massive court “reform’’ proposal backed by the 
governor. 
Strongly opposed by judges, the legislation to consolidate trial 
courts and restrict judicial salaries was rejected on a 3-9 vote. Its 
sponsor was Sen. Alfred H. Song, D-Monterey Park. 


2 of 4 'plumber' convictions reversed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. Court of Appeals Monday up­ 
held the convictions of former White House aides John D. 
Ehrlichman and Gordon Liddy for their roles in the 1971 break-in at 
Dr. Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist’s office. 
But the same three-judge court had sympathy for Bernard L. 
Barker and Eugenio R Martinez, whom it called “ foot soldiers of 
the Watergate affair,” and reversed their convictions in the same 
case. 
All four were convicted by a jury of violating the civil rights of 
Dr. Louis Fielding of Beverly Hills when Barker, Martinez and 
Felipe DeDiego. on Liddy’s orders, broke into Fielding’s office to 
obtain Ellsberg’s psychiatric records 


Canadian nationwide strike supported 


QUEBEC CITY. Canada (UPI) - The 2.3 million member Cana­ 
dian Labor Congress has received strong support for a planned 
nationwide strike to force the federal government to abandon its 
wage and price control program. 
The 2.400 delegates to the CLC’s six-day convention also gave the 
union executive overwhelming support for a manifesto calling for 
an equal voice between government, labor and business on 
economic matters. 


83rd aftershock jolts Italy 


UDINE. Italy (U PI) — The ground shook again before dawn to­ 
day in earthquake devastated northeastern Italy, but officials 
reported no new casualties or damage. 
The Trieste Geophysical Observatory said the two latest tremors 
raised to 83 the number of aftershocks since a disastrous quake 
battered 40 towns and villages near the Austrian and Yugoslav 
borders May 6. killing more than 900 persons. 
The new tremors measured 3.7 and 3.3 on the Richter intensity 
scale—far milder than a 4.2 point shock Monday, which toppled a 
few shaky walls and sent patients and weary refugees fleeing into 
the open in hard-hit Osoppo. 


India, Pakistan to resume relations 


NEW DELHI. India (U PI) — Diplomatic relations between In­ 
dia and Pakistan will be reestablished in July. Foreign Minister 
Yeshwantrao Chavan told cheering members of Parliament today. 
Indian Foreign Secretary Jagat Mehta and his Pakistani counter­ 
part. Agha Shahi. agreed last Friday in the Pakistani capital of 
Islamabad to resume diplomatic ties, exchange ambassadors and 
restore air. road and rail links between their countries 
Their meeting was preceded by an exchange of letters between 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi of India and Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto of Pakistan.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pentagon is appealing to the 
Senate to keep the nation s annual intelligence budget hidden 
fragmented and disorderly to confuse foreign analysts and protect 
U S secrets 
Deputy Defense Secretary Robert Ellsworth argued against too 
much order and logic in the annual intelligence budget in 
testimony released Monday by the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee. 
“ Naturally, when you get things into a coherent, unitary picture 
in the intelligence field, foreign intelligence specialists and 
analysts are not so dumb that they can't figure out on the basis of a 
year-to-year comparison basis what is going on in our intelligence 
collection effort." he said.

The agency recommended 
stronger warnings on cigarette 
packs and ads — perhaps to say 
smoking “ may result in your 
death" - and said it has started 
an industry-wide investigation 
“ in order to determine whether 
there may be deception and un­ 
fairness” in cigarette ads. 
There has been a “sharp in­ 
crease” in cigarette consump­ 
tion by women and young peo­ 
ple, the report said, and the 
result was that last year 
Americans puffed their way 
through a projected- 601 billion 
to 603 billion cigarettes - up 
more than 8 billion from 594 5 
billion in 1974, 
That compares to 584 7 billion 
in 1973. 561.7 billion in 1972 and 
547.2 billion in 1971 - the year 
radio and television cigarette 
commercials were banned 
The com m ission did not 


elaborate on the investigation, 
but elsewhere in the report it 
said some ads appear to “en­ 
courage consumers to ignore 
the grave health consequences 
of smoking A recent example 
of this sort of advertisement is 
an advertisement for Salem’ in 
which a smoker asserts. I don’t 
analyze smoking. I enjoy it .” 
Ads for “True" cigarettes ap­ 
pear to “ equate the conse­ 
quences of switching to True 
with the beneficial conse­ 
quences of 
’quitting ,” 
the 
report added. 
The agency told Congress it 
should consider changing the 


law to strengthen the written 
warning either to spell out the 
various types of diseases — 
such as cancer, heart disease 
and bronchitis — or simply 
revise the label to say: 
“ Warning; Cigarette Smok­ 
ing is a Major Health Hazard 
and

Tiant's hot 
despite cold

Luis Tiant is going on 36 years of age, a 
little tubby around the middle, a bit of a 
con artist on and off the mound and ap­ 
parently just what the Boston Red Sox 
needed to recover from a 10-game losing 
streak. 
The Sox, who now have won four of 
their last five games, are still in last 
place in the American League East, but 
figure the worst is over. 
Tiant, who accounted for two of those 
victories, is off to the second best start 
of his career. He pitched a five-hitter 
and struck out seven Monday night to 
beat the Detroit Tigers, 7-0. and raise his 
record to 5-2, his best start since 1968. 
Known as a "hot weather pitcher," 
Tiant surprised both Manager Darrell 
Johnson of the Red Sox and Manager 
Ralph Houk of the Tigers. 
"That was the hardest I’ve seen Tiant 
throw this year" said Johnson. "I didn’t 
think he'd do that in this 40-degree 
weather.’’ 
"I think I’m going ice fishing tonight," 
said a frustrated Houk "Even our bats 
were cold " 
Carlton Fisk hit his sixth homer and 
Rick Miller and Carl Yastrzemski drove 
in two runs each to lead the Red Sox’ 12- 
hit attack, which dealt Joe Coleman his 
third loss against two wins.

Dorsett was finishing up his senior year 
at high school, and you know how high 
school seniors are. they’re always 
borrowing their father’s car and oc­ 
casionally wrapping it around a pole 
somewhere. 
Not Tony Dorsett. though. He was ex­ 
tra careful with his father’s car and 
when he was finished using it. he drove it 
to the steel mill where his father works 
five miles from here so he could give him 
back the keys. 
"I got to the gate,” he says, "and the 
security guard picked up the telephone 
and called my dad. I almost didn t 
recognize him. he was covered with so 
much dirt and filth. I didn't say anything 
to him. but after handing him the keys. I 
shook my head and said to myself ... 
‘never ... never in my life would I work in 
the steel m ills."’ 
That was four years ago. and in all 
likelihood Tony Dorsett never will work 
in the mills. 
He has one more season left to play 
football at the University of Pittsburgh, 
this one coming up. and if it turns out to 


be anything at all like his last three, 
neither he nor his father ever will have 
to concern themselves about the mills 
again. 
Right now. Dorsett stands third among 
the all-time major college rushers, but 
he shouldn't be standing there long. 
If he doesn’t get hurt and if all the 
calculations about him are correct. 21- 
vear-old Tony Dorsett. who most of his 
friends call either "TD" or "The Hawk" 
should become the leading rusher in the 
history of major college football some­ 
where along the second half of October in 
the Panthers’ sixth or seventh game. 
For three straight years now. Dorsett, 
who played for Pitt as a freshman, has 
rushed for I .OOO yards or more. 
Overall he has accum ulated 4.134 
yards and the only two who ever did any 
better, were last year’s Heisman Trophy 
winner. Archie Griffin of Ohio State with 
5,177. and Ed Marinaro of Cornell with 
4.715. 
Twice in the last three years, the com­ 
pactly built 5-11. 187-pound Dorsett out- 
rushed the Heisman Trophy winner and 
when they asked him how he felt about 
Griffin getting the trophy last year, he 
wasn't bashful at all. Dorsett said he 
thought he should have gotten it. A Lot of 
others thought the same thing. 
"I don’t know if I’ve ever seen a better 
running back.” says Penn State’s Joe 
Patemo. 
Pinned down as to whom he thinks is 
better. Griffin or Dorsett, Syracuse 
Coach Frank Maloney said, "I hate to 
make comparisons between the two, but 
if I had to make a choice between Grif­ 
fin's power and Dorsett’s speed, then I d 
take Dorsett." 
Any time he hears such warm endorse­ 
ments. Dorsett feels extra good, not so 
much because eveybody enjoys a little 
flattery now and then, but because he has 
promised himself to get his mother and 
father.

The tipoff: 


The NBA, when pro basketball becomes one big family, as it in­ 
evitably will, should take off its blinders and adopt the ABA’s 
three-point shot and no-foul-out rules, and maybe even the 
bicentennial ball. I saw them in operation at a San Antonio Spurs- 
New York Nets playoff game and they enhance the show. 


Q. I have a baseball question: men on first and third, two out, 
pitcher up. Pinch hitter inserted for pitcher, but before a pitch is 
thrown, the runner on first is picked off for the third out. Can 
pitcher return to duty? Can pinch hitter who was up become first 
batter in next inning? If new pitcher is inserted, does he become 
first hitter in next inning? — Gene Kolodzife, Cincinnati, Ohio. 
A. Pitcher is automatically removed from game once a pinch hit­ 
ter is announced for him. The pinch hitter does not come to bat in 
next inning unless he is sent out into the field to play another posi­ 
tion, with the new pitcher taking the removed field’s spot in the 
batting order. The new pitcher is the first batter in the next inning 
unless the pinch hitter is kept in the game as a fielder. 


Q. Is Luis Tiant’s hesitation pitch considered a balk by some um­ 
pires? — D R., Quincy, Mass. 
A. The wily old Cuban has been able to satisfy American League 
umpires that his jerky windup is one continuous motion and 
therefore perfectly legal. Some pitchers throw a change-up 
delivery; Luis uses a change-up windup. The veteran Red Sox 
righthander didn’t have a balk called on him last year. 


Q. What do you think about Kareen Abdul-Jabbar being selected 
MVP in the National Basketball Association? I think it should have 
been Rick Barry. — Bobby Todd, Anaheim, Calif. 
A. I think so. too. And yet Barry for the second straight year 
finished a distant fourth. I believe that Jabbar is the greatest 


single talent in the game (unless you want to go for marvelous 
Julius Erving of the ABA) and had another brilliant season, but I 
also believe that Rick was the indispensable man on the best team 
in the league during the regular season. 


Q. Who do you think was the first black who tried to get out of the 
white man s mold of athletes? Do you know of any individual who 
has suffered racial discrimination? I’m doing a panel report for 
my sociology class on racial discrimination in athletics. — Phil 
Brown, Walnut Creek, Calif. 
A. My own choice for the pioneering black in this area would be 
Jack Johnson, the heavyweight champion of the world from 1908 to 
1915. His problems of insistence on dignity in a white man’s world 
have been well chronicled. As for discrimination, I could start with 
Jackie Robinson, who opened up baseball (and subsequently other 
sports) for blacks and had to endure many slurs at the start. 


Q. How do you feel about the way some baseball teams have 
made their players cut their hair and face shrubbery? Isn’t this a 
violation of personal freedom? — B P., Corpus Christi, Tex. 
A. The Supreme Court of the U.S. recently endorsed the same 
edict for cops. Why not ball players? Personally, I don’t go as far 
as Sparky Anderson of the Reds, or owner George Steinbrenner of 
the Yankees, who celebrated his return to baseball with some ton­ 
sorial ukases, but I think there can be an insistence on neatness in 
modes. 


Q What are Bob Gibson’s plans for this season? How come the 
St. Louis Cardinals didn’t fit him into their organization after all 
those years of service? — J.B.. Springfield, Mo. 
A. The subject of working for the Cards never came up because 
Gibson, suddenly a bachelor again, didn’t want to be restricted in 
his daily life. He spends part of his time working in a bank and 
radio station in his native Omaha — he has a capital interest in 
both. He is also the color man in the backup crew for ABC’s Mon­ 
day night baseball telecasts this season.

r a m s h a c k l e , 
r u n d o w n , 
dilapidated, 
unsafe 
school 
buildings which have been a 
familiar part of the California 
scene in some areas of the 
state for many years. 
The proposition would 
provide a novel way to provide 
funds for such school buildings 
without cost to the statewide 
taxpayer. Under the proposi­ 
tion, the state would lease 
rehabilitated or newly con­ 
structed school facilities to the 
district for a period not to ex­ 
ceed 30 years, during which 
the district would have fully 
repaid the state the money 
borrowed from a’ proposed 
$200 million bond issue 
provided under the legislation. 
The savings available 
through this measure lie in the 
use of the state’s guarantee of 
bonds as opposed to the local 
district’s guarantee of its 
bonds. 
Nothing is more basic in 


public health than clean, safe 
drinking water. For the past 16 
years, the state of California 
has been building or helping 
local communities construct 
w ater supply systems and 
w a s t e w a t e r t r e a t m e n t 
facilities where local com­ 
munities were unable to do so 
themselves. 
In that time, about $2.25 
billion has been spent through 
bond issues authorized by 
voters of the state. 
Proposition 3 is another such 
bond issue. It would authorize 
California to sell $175 rpillion 
in general obligation bonds to 
help finance rehabilitation or 
construction of public or 
private water systems that do 
not meet cleanliness stan­ 
dards of the state Department 
of Health. 
Many ar g ue that such 
systems should be on a pay-as- 
you-go method of financing. 
However, such methods, in 
these days of econom ical 
woes, cause only interminable 
delays in bringing clean, safe 
drinking water to the com­ 
munities of our state.

W ashington M erry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Rhodes blasts O'Neill 


WASHINGTON - Inciting a feud that 
could rock the House, Republican leader 
John Rhodes has written a ferocious but 
fascinating attack upon Democratic 
leader Thomas “Tip” O’Neill. 
The rules and customs of the House 
prohibit one congressman from dis­ 
paraging another. But in a soon-to-be- 
p u b lish e d 
b ook . 
R h od es rip s in to 
O 'N e ill w ith u n ­ 
characteristic 
savagery. 
It is all the more 
remarkable that the 
sedate 
R epublican 
leader would dump in 
his opposite number, 
since they must deal 
daily with one another 
across the aisle. This 
could end bipartisan 
cooperation in the 
House. 
The two leaders are disparate men: 
Rhodes businesslike and conservative. 
O’Neill a flamboyant Irish liberal. Yet 
there has been no hint of animosity in 
their daily House repartee, which has 
been conducted w ith ela b o ra te , 
parliamentary politeness. 
But behind the formal courtesy, ap­ 
parently. Rhodes has been harboring 
some unflattering private opinions of 
O’Neill. “Tip can be impossible to deal 
with if you are in the minority,” com­ 
plains the minority leader. 
In earlier tim es, most majority 
leaders consulted with the minority “on 
the scheduling of legislation, recesses 
and the like.” Rhodes contends. “ But not 
Tip.” 


The GGP leader quotes O’Neill as tell­ 
ing him: “The people gave us the man­ 
date and we’re not going to give it up ... 
Republicans are just going to have to get 
it through their heads that they are not 
going to write legislation! ” 
Rhodes claims he tried to find a com­ 
mon ground with the Democrats that 
would have produced workable, veto-less 
legislation “Consensus government,” he 
called it. But he swears it “never had a 
chance to work because Tip O’Neill 
would not let it work. He would rather 
stand up on the Floor and deliver a par­ 
tisan attack on the President for vetoing 
a bill than sit down with the President 
early in the legislative process to help 
avoid a veto. 
“Throughout 1975,” adds Rhodes, “Tip 
began almost every session with a brief 
harangue against A dm inistration 
policy." For O’Neill, charges the GOF 
leader, “ the word Republican is a red 
flag waved beneath the nose of a feisty 
bull ... 
“Tip O’Neill is a gregarious and engag­ 
ing man. But he would rather go down in 
defeat time after time and veto after 
veto than ever to cooperate substantive­ 
ly with either the minority side or the 
Republican President ” 
We read O’Neill some cd the rough 
words from Rhodes’ forthcoming book, 
which will be called “ The Futile 
System.” Smoldering, O’Neill strode out 
on the House floor, fixed an evil eye on 
Rhodes and. watching his parliamentary 
language, declared: 
“I look with the greatest of anticipa­ 
tion for the book, which I understand that 


the gentleman from Arizona has written. 
I trust that his remarks about the 
Democratic side will be honorable and 
credible, because I know the kind of man 
he is.” 
Rhodes shot back: “The gentleman 
from Massachusetts. I am sure, will find 
that he would like to read it.” 
O’Neill then gave us this statement, 
which is phrased more to the point: 
“When President Ford took over. I of­ 
fered to sit down and compromise with 
him. Rut he is so conservative that it is 
impossible. It's worse with John Rhodes, 
because he is even further to the right 
than the President. But I think he is 
gregarious and engaging, too.” 
Footnote: Still burning over the ex­ 
cerpts we had read to him. O’Neill raised 
the subject on the House floor again the 
next day. He predicted that Rhodes’ book 
would be a best seller. 
“I say that," added the Democratic 
leader sarcastically, “having heard 
snatches from his book. I want to wish 
the gentleman every success.” 
Retorted Rhodes. “ I am sure he 
(O’Neill) will find some very interesting 
reading in that book, and I will personal- 
Iv autograph it and give it to him ” 
WATCH ON WASTE: President Ford 
has asked Congress to build 12 guided 
missile frigates, a ship which govern­ 
ment auditors have described as 
“limited in performance capability and 
growth potential.” 
Significantly, the controversial frigate 
was the first ship built under a strict new 
management policy, which was supposed 
to make budgetary ends meet. Yet the 
General Accounting Office (GAO), in a 
confidential report, has charged that the 
cost estim ates more than doubled 
between 1973 and 1975. 
In cold cash, the GAO claims the 
program went from $3.2 billion to $6.7 
billion during the two-year period. The 
GAO blasted the Navy for omitting the 
costs of some of the frigates sub­ 
systems from the overall program cost. 
By omitting these costs, the GAO 
alleges, the total program cost is 
“understated." 
The GAO auditors identified additional 
problems with the frigate’s weapons 
systems, electronics systems, radar and 
sonar -system . The auditors also 
questioned whether the program could 
meet its production schedule. 
In response, the Navy contends the 
new frigate will have “as much or more 
capability as any previous surface com­ 
batant.” Part of the increase in the cost 
estimate, as the GAO acknowledges, is 
attributed to inflation The Navy also 
states that the technical problems men­ 
tioned by the auditors are manageable 
and correctable.

WASHINGTON — The anniversary of 
the nation’s 200th birthday will see more 
Americans on the move than ever 
before. They are already beginning to 
stream into the national parks and the 
national shrines — park admissions are 
up more than 20 per cent already and 
motel and lodge reservations are close to 
capacity. 
P i o n e e r s 
li ke 
Frederick 
Olmsted 
and John Muir who 
fought for conserva­ 
ti on, 
p e r s u a d i n g 
Congress to create 
Yellowstone National 
Park in 1872, began the 
m ovem ent to save 
something of the great 
unspoiled continent 
that discoverers saw 
with such (Wonder. To­ 
day the National Park 
Service, one of the few truly career ser­ 
vices from top to bottom, administers 
285 areas including 37 parks and 35 monu- 
ments along with seashore and 
recreational areas. 
The burden on the service will be great 
when schools close and the families pile 
into the cars to get a glimpse of the 
wondrous past. An important respon­ 
sibility is to protect the natural beauty. 
Overcrowding when every campsite is 
filled makes this difficult. A balance 
must be struck, with scientific measure­ 
ments of air, vegetation and water, if 
nature is not to be overwhelmed. 
In recent years Congress has added 23 
new areas and appropriations tend to fall 
behind the demands put on the service. 
This is true even though 400 new posi­ 
tions have been added. Decentralization 
in nine regional offices has shared the 
administrative burden. 
It is a striking fact that history should 
repeat itself in this bicentennial year. In 
1872 the conservationists were scoffed 
at. Yellowstone Park? No one can get 
there and no one will want to go, they 
were told. 
Gary E Eberhardt, the present direc­ 
tor and the ninth since the founding, has 
proposed that Congress approve nine 
new parks for Alaska, which has virtual­ 
ly the only untouched wilderness within 
the domain of the United States. Under 
his proposal, two of the four present 
parks, one of them Katmai, known as the 
Valley of the 10,000 smokes, would be 
enlarged. 
Antipreservationists have raised a 
loud outcry that sounds like an echo of 
those in 1872. Who needs parks that are 
so inaccessible9 Bumper stickers say 
“Go Home Sierra Club,” referring to the 
conservation organization that has had a 
working relationship with the Park Ser­ 
vice. 
One of the proposed parks. Gates of the 
Arctic, is north of the Arctic Circle. 
Everhardt tells of an inspection trip up 
there, when he was fishing with a 
barbless lure in a park lake, catching 
trout as fast as he could put his line in the 
water and then throwing them back. He 
recalls hearing a crashing sound on the 


bush and saw a grizzly bear with her 
three young come out on the lake shore. 
Everhardt quickly retreated, knowing 
that no more dangerous animal exists 
than a grizzly shielding her cubs. 
What is seldom realized is that 
n a t i o n a l 
m o n u m e n t s 
s uch 
as 
Independence Hall in Philadelphia are 
under the jurisdiction of the Park Ser­ 
vice. So are recreational areas such as 
the Cape Cod National Seashore. A study 
financed by the Mellon Foundation 
showed how rapidly unprotected shores 
were being destroyed. 
The record in i()4 years would have 
made the early conservationists proud. 
Olmsted. Muir and the others could hard­ 
ly have forseen that 31 million acres 
would be saved from the developer and 
the forester. 
Alaska will be a critical test. The oil

pipeline from the farthest north down to 
tanker ports was fought fiercely by the 
conservationists. In the end they lost out. 
But that should not mean that preserva­ 
tion is denied to areas where rare 
species such as the caribou still exist. 
The wilderness and its inhabitants can 
go very fast. Hunters, trappers, and 
above all resort developers picking out 
choice locations can make park planning 
impossible. Park Service rules, though. 
are tolerant of those dependent on 
hunting, as in the Gates of the Arctic, for 
a livelihood 
Only a little imagination is required to 
see what would have happened to 
Yellowstone and John Muir’s favorite. 
Yosemite, if the developers had been 
free to pick and choose. The motels and 
the neon signs would have obliterated the 
wilderness. 


Disclosure law 


Initial fears that the new conflict of in­ 
terest and financial disclosure law would 
trigger a wave of resignations by elected 
office holders or highranking officials 
may prove to be groundless. 


Governmental bodies must adopt con­ 
flict of interest codes this fall as a 
prelude to financial disclosure. The date 
for th e a d o p t i o n 
varies. School dis­ 
tricts. in Santa Bar­ 
bara County for exam­ 
ple must take the ac­ 
tion by Oct. IO; but for 
Hancock 
College, 
whose district spreads 
across county lines, 
the date is Sept. IO. 


A s a m p l e c o d e 
which was issued by 
the county counsel, 
s p e c i f i c a l l y 
in 
reference to school 
districts, sets forth the critical language. 


“Employes of the school district, in­ 
cluding governing board members who 
hold positions which involve the making 
or participation in the making, of deci­ 
sions which may foreseeably have a 
material effect on any financial interest 
shall be designated employes.” 


In the case of Lompoc Unified School 
District, the list of those covered by the 
law is believed to include all five 
trustees, the superintendent and the two 
assistant superintendents and a few 
other officials at the top of the ad­ 
ministration command. 


It is difficult to determine whether any 
of those mentioned will have to declare 
any financial holdings or interests, but 
there is some feeling that very few of 


the officials 
anything. 
will have to declare 


Berry’s World 


The wording of the sample code is in­ 
teresting: An official will have to 
declare financial interests that fall along 
the lines of “an investment, interest in 
real property or income shall be repor­ 
table if the business entity in which the 
investment is held, the interest in real 
property or source of income may 
foreseeably be affected materially by 
any decision made or participated in by 
the designated employe by virtue of his 
or her position.” 


Despite initial negative expressions by 
some officials, particularly some con­ 
nected with the schools, it appears un­ 
likely that the LUSD trustees will have 
to declare anything. 
If the district were expanding, for ex­ 
ample and was in the midst of selecting 
school sites, individuals with real estate 
interests might have to be careful. That 
is not the case in Lompoc. 


There is reason to believe that the law 
has some latitude. For example, an of­ 
ficeholder has to declare financial in­ 
terests that might be affected by his 
decisions. One attorney (not the county 
counsel) said if there is some latitude in 
the event that an officeholder makes a 
sincere mistake. For example if he 
doesn t declare a financial interest that 
does in fact prove, later, to be a factor in 
some official decision, he could an­ 
nounce that he was unaware of the possi­ 
ble conflict at the time he made his 
declarations and essentially be in the 
clear. That would be particularly true if 
he didn’t in fact gain financially from the 
deal. 


In any event, no one foresees any 
problem. Contrary to some negative and 
essentially illinformed public declara­ 
tions to the contrary, very few local of­ 
ficials will have to declare anything. 
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“I’ve written a joke for you which will require 
keeping a straight face.

In Lompoc, the planning commission, 
for one, comes closest to requiring any 
disclosures. There again the number of 
those reporting and the amount of the 
disclosures will probably be minimal.

For instance, if you lived 
in a town called Bedbug Hill, would you 
ever want to leave? 
I have come into possession of a whole 
list of such names from New Jersey, and 
if you feel up to it. having had a conser­ 
vative sample of what is ahead, you may 
or may not want to read on in order to 
get some ideas about where to spend 
your forthcoming vacation. 
Our Chamber of Commerce has met 
the challenge of promoting this com­ 
munity by having bumper stickers 
printed asking. “Where is Lompoc?” 
Anybody seeing a bumper sticker like 
that is bound to want to know where 
Lompoc is. even if the thought never 
crossed his mind before. 
Consider the challenge that the 
chamber of commerce has in the New 
Jersey community of Worthless City. It 
can’t even lay claim to a national capital 
title such as Lompoc can. calling itself 
the Flower Capital of the World. 
The closest thing Worthless City can 
claim to such fame is that it is right next 
to Hog Wallow, nestled among 75,000 
acres of barren swampland. Hog Wallow 
got its name quite naturally. It was a 
haven for runaway hogs. 
New Jersey also has a locality called 
Ong’s Hat. It was named, for a man 
named Ong who enjoyed taking a nip now 
and then, a pint at a time. 
One Saturday night he was feeling no 
pain and as he was walking along a 
country lane he tossed his tall, black silk 
hat into the air. It lodged in a tall tree 
and stayed there. When a settlement 
grew up in the area, they were looking 
for a name and somebody spotted the hat 
in the tree and suggested the place be 
called Ong’s Hat. And so it was. 
There ARE more appetizing names in 
New Jersey. There’s Apple Pie, near 
Bread and Cheese Run. If you want an 
explanation for those, however, you are 
out of luck. New Jersey historians don’t 
know how they emerged and I assure you 
I don’t either. 
The aforementioned Bedbug Hill is in 
Monmouth County.
